REPORT  of  the  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Tenth 
Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  at  the  Crystal 
Palace,  Sydenham,  at  Two  o'clock  precisely,  on  Tuesday, 
the  19th  June,  I860.* 


The  Directors  feel  it  necessary  to  state,  for  the  information  of  new 
Proprietors,  that  the  half-yearly  meetings  in  June  are  not  for  the 
production  of  accounts,  hut  for  the  Election  of  Directors  in  the 
places  of  those  who  retire  by  rotation,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Deed  of  Settlement  of  the  Company.  The  business 
of  the  present  meeting  will  therefore  be  confined  to  the  latter  subject, 
and  to  the  consideration  of  the  Motion,  of  which  notice  has  been 
given,  and  which  will  be  found  at  the  foot  of  this  Report. 

*  The  Meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Saloon,  near  the  Crystal  Fountain.  The 
presentation  of  this  Report  by  the  Proprietor,  at  either  the  Railway  Station  or 
the  Centre  Transept  entrance,  will  procure  admission  to  the  Building. 
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The  Directors  do  not  think  it  desirable  at  this  early  period 
to  make  any  predictions  as  to  the  result  of  the  working  of  the 
current  year;  but  those  Proprietors  who  have  watched  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Company  will  be  aware  that  the  Directors  and 
General  Manager  are  doing  all  in  tbeir  powder  to  increase  and  vary 
the  attractions  of  the  Palace,  and  thus  add  to  the  revenue  of  the 
Company.  How  far  they  have  been  successful  in  adding  to  the 
number  of  visitors  to  the  Palace  will  be  seen  by  the  following  com¬ 
parative  statement,  which  shows  that  the  usual  steady  increase  over 
the  numbers  of  previous  years  has,  during  the  past  six  months, 
been  more  than  maintained : —
